Grammies:Corporate Masturbation on TV

NEVER MIND THE GRAMMIES. HERES THE ' 
BOLLOCKS. 

There were two great rock moments, that's all. 

One was Joan Rhrcrs and Culture Club on satelite 
from London, with Rivers cuddling up to Boy George 
and kiwng him on the neck. In accepting their award 
for becoming BIG POP STARS, Boy George quipped. 
"Thank you. America. You've got taste, style and you 
know a good drag queen when you see one," 

Then there was Chuck Berry receiving a wcll- 
deseived honorary award. He uaited off by playing a 
hurried MaybeUine and then gave the spotlight to two 
young heirs — George Thorogood and ,Sieyic Ray 
Vaughn, who did a rocking RoU Over Beethoven. Buf' 
then Berry was back at the front for the lesser-known 
but even better Let it Rock. 

It was all good rodunamhip — duckwalking aiid all 
tbat.:Jt>had,ntore to do with the magic of pop or 
rock'n'roU'thaii most anything in the other three hours 
of well-dressed insincerity. Much ado was made about 
Chuck's honorary award but they still managed to cut in 
right in the middle of his lau song with à fucking 
Drisun commercial. 

But maybe that's the point. Do the Granunies really 
have anything to do with rock music? 

The 26th Annual Grammy Awards present you with 
Bob Dylan in a suit and tie and that bland goofball John 
Denver as host ("TTiank God I'm a Countiy Bumpkin"). 
His wholesome mug melts any hint of nncerity into a 

bad joke. J^jâtiillâii^ 

Not surprisingly. thc'Cnuraiics" went to the safest 
songs from the top of the pops: best new ar- 
tut — CttUure Club; best video l.p. — Dumn Dumn; 
best song by a group was the PoUce't last single etc. Both 
Prmee and Talking Heads were nominated but lost. No 
mention was made of UBiffi pop brnluhrbugh Red 
Red Wine'^or of any of Grand Master Flash's rap 
hits — and that's only talking about the mainstream tip 
of (lie iceberg. 

The biggest wiiuiers were the movie soundtrack 
Flashdance — a blatant piece of sexploitation — and 
especially Michael JarLsoii: best .illumi TlirilliT; 




- producer of the year — Quincy Jones and Jackson; best 
male vocal — M.J.; best record — Beat It; Most 
Perfect Human Being in the Universe etc. 

It was horribly predictable even if Jackson's singles 
have been among the best of the last year's radio music. 
Butevenworsc was Jackson's coy arrogance — thanking 
Cod, his parents, teasing his screaming fans in the 
gallery and paying necessary holy tribute to his record 
company ("Epic is the greatest record company in the 
worid") and inviting Epic's president to come up on 
stage with him. 

As if to make the connection between the music and 
the money absolutely clear, we were treated to Michael 
Jackson's new Pepsi commercials with everyone singing 
"You're the Pepsi generation" to the tune of Billie Jean. 

But that's what the Grammies really smclled of: a 
music BUSINESS party. All the industry executives 
mixed in with the pop stars — but you can't tell them 
apart because they're all dressed in tuxedos or evening 
dresses. I can stomach it with the Academy Awarcls 
because Hollywood never really pretended to be 
anything else, but with rock. I still believed we could be 
more idealistic. 

And that doesn't mean great rock artists liavc to stay 
poor. From John Lennon screaming "1 want money, a 
whole lotta money" to Patti Smith's ode to the joys of 
Free Money, rock'n'roll has always had a lot to do with 
getting big money, very quickly, very easily; But what's 
more irritating about the Grammies is the conven- 
tionalncss of the ceremony — the attempt to copy the 
Oscars, the cheery friendship thai is portrayed between 
business capital and musical talent (smiling executive 
shaka Michael Jackson's hand and calls him greatest 
entertainer of our time). 

The only possible positive note to end on is to hope 
that the Grammies are really peripheral to most 
rock'n'roll (and certainly, for the music biz, they don't 
rival, say, the importance of the Oscars in the ihovic in- 
dustry). The innovative groups and performers will still 
do what they're heM ai iloing, they'll still sell the same 
amount uf rccorib and they can happily ignore this 
hyped- American 'l'A'. !)])ettarle.

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Chinese 
Fairytale

"It's just like Star WarsT', said 
my mother when the curtain rose 
to reveal the set of I'Optra' de 
Montr6al's production of Tumn- 
dot. Her statement did convey 
something of the extraordinary 
effects and attention to detail 
that made this set so speaacular, 
though it may not be an accurate 
description of what we saw on 
stage. 

The décor was the obvious star 
of this production of Puccini's 
TuTtttidot — an opera set in an- 
cient China. It featured a 
SO-foot dragon on the left side of 
the stage. In one claw, it held a 
translucent bubble in which the 
princess Turandot appeared in 
the fint act. Lighting also played 
an important role in making the 
set so effective. A subtle change 
was often enough to affect a 
dramatic change in mood. The 
splendorific set suitably matched 
theilushiharmonies and exotic 
mitrumentation of Puccini s 
music. 

These two facets of l'Opéra de 
Montreal's Tmandot would be 
enough to make this effort a box- 
dOice success. 

Special note should be made 
of the costumes and staging. A 
lot of work went into maldng the 
figures on stage accurately 
reflect the times and culture of 
ancient China. The peasants, 
courtiers, soldiers, scholars and 
priestesses looked and' acted 
right. 

The staging was a miraculous 
feat of engineering considering 
that a total of 120 singers, 
dancers and other on-stage 
figures were used. The chorus 
plays an unusually important 
role in detennining-the outcome 
of the drama, and their par- 
ticipation in the action on stage 
was full without interfering with 
that of the principal characters. 

The music of this. opera is very 
special. Puccini u said to have 
been influenced by Debussy, 
whdh one can readily hear, 
especially in Turandot whose 
pcntatonic sonorities reflect 
French Impressionism and as 
well as its Chinese setting. There 
b something of the strident har- 
monies of early Stravinsky (cf. 
the opening measures of Act 1). 

But, Anally, Puccini's Italian- 
ness shines through as the fun- 
damental stylistic driving force. 
The aria Nessum Dorma, sung 
by the tenor at the beginning of 
Act S is a wonderful example of 
this. 

None of the principal singen, 
with the- exception, of Maria 
Pellegrini in the role of Liu, real- 
ly shone. Pellegrini was the only 
principal to make a determined 
effort to act. Her voice projected 
well, her intonation was ac- 
. curate, and she was well reward- 




Italian Tremb

AddoloratUi a play turned down by Montréal mainstream théâtres, could be the^revdation of the 
198S-84 season. In a rivedng and almost flawless prtidactidn by the Théâtre de la Màniifactuie, Ad- 
dolorala examines the lives of Mediterranean working-class women, exemplifled by the tide character, 
Addolorata. What Michel Tremblay has done with the Québécois working class, playwright Marco 
Micone does with immigrant society. He forces 'native Canadians' to take a hard-headed and tmsen- 
timental look behind our clichés and prejudices about inunigranu. 

Addolorata is a rich and complex work, and a bare summary of its plot does it some injustice. Ad- 
dolorata immigrated from Italy with her family at age nine. At nineteen, desperate to escape the authori- 
ty of her father, she decides to marry. Her beau is the viril«*. swaggering Giovanni. .Thrown out of work by 
a factory closing, Giovanni uses the money earmarked for the honeymoon to open a café-billiard 
parlour — in other words, a hangout for men, such as proliferate in Pedte Italie and St. Leonard. There 
he proceeds to work fifteen hours a day, while Addolorata raises children, works in a textile factory and 
hands over her weekly cheque to her husband. She Anally rcalixes that in order to salvage any dignity, she 
must break away, and walks out on Giovaimi. 

The two actresses who play Addolorata at nineteen and twenty-nine years of age give powerful and 
compelling performances. Diane Lavallée as the young Addolorata is wide-eyed and naively idealistic, 
unable to see that in her drive to marry and escape the drudgery and restrictions of life at home and 
school (the. conyent of Notre Dame, de la Défense, where anything fiin is 'défendu'), she is merdy ex- 
changing one set of iclîains'fôr 'another. 

France Desjarlais plays the 29-year-oId Addolorata as a woman whose eyes have been painliiUy opened; 
she knows there is no room for her own dreams and aspirations between her husband's demands that she 
be a good and submissive Italian wife, and her sodet/i denigration of her as an ill-educated fordgner in- 
capable of leaving behind the ways of the old country. 

Guy Thauvette is superb as Giovanni. His macho facade, so attractive to Addolorau at nineteen, 
gradually falls away, revealing that Giovaimi's rigidity is bom of his desperation and poignant inability to 
create a life of dignity for himself. 

Addolorata is an example of 'local' non-mainstream theatre at its veiy best: a powerful and 
intellectually-challenging play set in Montréal, but with rignificance far beyond the local, in an im- 
aginative production characterized' by Arst-rate acting. 

Director Lorraine Pintal masterfully controls the pace of the acticm, and the very limited jlUyiogtpm 
of La Licorne b used to maximum effect. Munc, set and props, while all minimial, work together with 
great economy to establuh a richly evocative atmosphère widcfa deepens our undentanding of Ad- 
dolorata's predicament. 

Addolorata b a superb evening of theatre on all counts. Go see it.

■ So if you missed the Ad6 party, try not to mis Rochereau — one 
of Africa's biggest band leaders. There will be a lot of show business 
glitter, but the music will definitely keep you on your feet and danc- 
ing for a good solid three houis.

Gmy Poetry 

by Brian Walker 

The Male Mute, publbhed just over a decade ago by Ian Young, was the first 
anthology of gay poetry, the first coUecdon of poems devoted to themes of male 
homosexuality, gay love and romantic friendships. Since then there have been 
several more such anthologies publbhed, including Penguin's Book Of 
Homosexual Vene publbhed last spring. Now Ian Young has publbhed a se- 
quel to hb original volume, entiUed The Son of the Male Muse. 

What makes Ian Yotmg's anthologies so hnponant, even now that they are no 
longer alone in the field, b that the poems that he chooses are all from contem- 
porary poeu. Since there is no oveilap between the two volumes and there are 
roughly forty poets represented in each, hb coUecdons supply a good overview of 
contemporary gay poetry. 

As one might expect, there arc as many different styles and ways of seeing as 
there are poets. Some of the poenu are very short, imagbt works with echoes of 
Jacques Préven. such as these brief stanzas by Wayne McNeil: 

Truant boys 
wrestling 
in the dust — 

Rough hands, 
under 

autumn sweaters. 

Othen are much longer. The longest b Daniel Diamond's Dec. 4-8 an étude 
on a gay man't return home to hb family and hb strange alien relation with hb 
home town; Anyone who has ever lived in a small town will realue how well he 
has captured the fleeting, vagudy mdancholy feelings one gets returning home 
after having spent to long etcainng. Like many of the poems in the coUecdon it 
walks at times a little too doac to the border of prose — you get the feeling that 
if the lines were laid end to end yoa wouldn't be able to tell it from a short story. 
All the same, it hat a cafan amtemfdative feding that makes it one of the most 
rewarding poems in the book. 

Not all of the pocsns were as long and serious as Dan Diamond's. Many were - 
quite fimny, such as Antlei't What Every Boy Knows a poem about teenage 
masturbation: 

If God doesn't love to mUeh bays jack off 

as much as boys love to watch themseloes jack off 

he does not exùt. 

Each of the sections of the book b headed by a photo of the poet, and at the 
back of the book there b a paragraph of iidbnnadon on each of the authors. I 
. fotmd thb to be one of the most ddightful features of the book, reading it was 
like getting to know a anaU cnmm 

I found the andiolofnf entouimi^, and many of the poenu were quite in- 
teresdng, but I must admit that there were very few poenu that 1 would care to 
commit to memory. I seldom got that firecracker feding behind the eyes that I 
do when I read great poems. 

I think that one of the reaaoos that the coUecdon b so weak in parts b that so 
many of the poems deal mth relationships. Strange as it may seem to say. love b 
probably the most diOîcult thing to write about, simply because there has been 
so much written already that it b almost impossible to say anything new, 
everything ends up sounding banal and old hat. 

Thb b perhaps one of the greatest dilemmas that people face when they are 
trying to put together coUecdons of gay poetry. What b the criteria to be? If one 
simply chooses poems by gay women and men then the choice b huge, since so 
many of the great poeu, espcdaUy in the twendeth century, were gay. On the 
other hand, if you arc going to choose poems that cdebrate the relations bet- 
ween men, there wiU be too much simQarity among the poems. 

But of course the main reason that such anthologies are published, and 
another reason why Ian Youngs work is to important, b that writers have often 
been denied the opportunity to be expUdt in thrir explorations of the relations 
between men. Bodu like The Bfale Muse and itt tequd are a way of making up 
for past injustices. 

"The Son of the Male Mute b beautiliiUy printed, and cleverly anangcd. Even 
if all the poetry bn't that riveting, there bidU enough interesting work to make 
it worth buying if you want a good overview of modem gay poetry.
